FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.02 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  February  1964j  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price 
of  $4,02  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3,5%,  A butterfat  differential 
of  7o0  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary 
above  or  below  the  3c5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject 
to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized 
hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on 
page  5 and  of  the  class  prices  on  page  4, 

The  $4,02  price  for  February  1964,  is  2 cents  below  the  January  1964 
price,  and  2 cents  below  the  February  1963  price 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZxATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  21,413,362  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  February  1964,  of  which  15,442,679  pounds  or  72,17c,  was  utilized 
in  Class  I by  18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  dovai  2,07.  from  January  1964, 
Glass  I utilization  of  prodiicer  milk  was  down  6.07  from  January  1964, 

MARCH  CLASS  I PRICE  $4  36 

$1,20  was  added  to  the  February  basic  formula  price  of  $3  16  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  March. 

This  price  of  $4-36  is  1 cent  under  the  February  Class  I price, 

USE  OF  ROLLER  PROCESS  NONFAT  DRY  MILK  PRICE  TERMINATED 

An  order  terminating  the  use  of  the  montlily  average  price  of  roller 
process  nonfat  dry  milk  in  the  computation  of  the  Class  II  price  under  the 
Fort  Wayne  and  33  other  E'ederal  orders,  effective  March  1,  1964,  was  signed 
by  George  L.  Mehren,  Assistant  Secretary  on  February  28,  1964- 

The  action  was  taken  after  due  notice  to  interested  parties.  It  is 
not  expected  to  materially  deflect  the  Class  II  or  blend  price  since  spray 
process  nonfat  dry  milk  prices  will  still  be  used  in  the  computation, 

SUPPORT  PRICES  REMAIN  UNCHANGED 

The  U3DA  announced  that  for  all  practical  purposes  support  prices 
for  the  year  beginning  April  1,  1964  would  remain  unchanged.  The  support 
price  of  $3,15  per  cwt - for  manufacturing  milk  (3.757  test)  and  58c  per 
pound  for  butterfat  compare  with  the  $3,14  and  58  lo  for  the  past  year. 

The  new  prices  are  expected  to  return  757o  of  parity  to  producers  , Purchase 
price  for  Cheddar  cheese  of  U.-S,  Grade  A or  higher  will  be  35, 6c  per  pound, 
spray  powder  14 -4c  ~ 14 -6o  per  pound,  and  butter  57,75c,  58c,  and  58.75c 
per  pound.
